Reference AO (JP 2001-30523) on Form 1449: 

This reference discloses a fundamental configuration of an impact dot head. However, 
this reference does not provide any technical concept that a magnetic flux path is applied, an 
outer circumferential part of a yoke is provided with a recess and a part of an armature is entered 
into it. 

A yoke is provided having a cylindrical wall installed inside a core, a supporting member 
having a column-like protrusion fitted to the cylindrical wall of the yoke and capable of being 
separated fi-om the yoke, and an armature stopper fixed to an end surface of the column-like 
protrusion of the supporting member. 

Reference AM (JP 5-238019) on Form 1449: 

This reference discloses an outer circumferential part of an iron core is provided with a 
semi-circular notch and an armature is rotatably supported. 

Two magnetic pole surfaces are present in one magnetic path loop, an angle formed by 
the two magnetic pole surfaces is set in a range firom 80"" to 120°, and armature having a surface 
to be attracted in opposition to each of the magnetic pole surfaces is arranged between the two 
magnetic pole surfaces and a turning support point for the armature is arranged near one 
magnetic pole surface and at the outer-most circimiference of the magnetic path loop.
